There were some interesting coin-relat- 
ed news articles over the past couple of 
months. The owners of a piano discov- 
ered 913 British gold sovereigns and 
half sovereigns dated 1847-1915 when 
they had the piano repaired. The Royal 
Canadian Mint celebrated the 30th 
anniversary of the one-ounce .9999 fine 
Silver Maple Leaf. NGC is the first to 
have graded 40 million coins and will 
open a new office in London in April. 
Stack’s Bowers sold 605 lots of 
Colombian paper currency, which 
topped $1.1 million. Alabama 
approved a sales tax exemption for bul- 
lion. The 2018 US Lincoln Cent is now 
in circulation.

In the summer of 2012, Ms. 
Whitman left the club and moved 
out of town. In addition to being 
an ambassador for the club, she 
was also the Secretary and the 
Treasurer so I volunteered to take 
the notes at the meetings. There 
is a saying, “No good deed goes 
unpunished”.

One of 
the first educational presenta- 
tions I attended was by Louise 
Sands. She did twenty minutes 
on the Euro, discussing its histo- 
ry and implementation in 
Europe. At the next meeting, I 
brought in my extensive Euro 
collection, which tied together 
several points she had made dur- 
ing her talk.

I tend to dabble in a little 
bit of everything, so every pre- 
sentation is a learning experience 
for me. 


Tulsa’s Magic Empire Coin Club 
was recognized in 2016 by the 
American Numismatic 
Association for 50 years of mem- 
bership. We were given a plaque 
from the home office along with 
recognition in the national publi- 
cation of The Numismatic News. 
We host the Annual Tulsa Coin 
Show every September. In 2018, 
we have moved to a new loca- 
tion, The Hardesty Library at 
8316 East 93 Street (93rd & 
Memorial to the east) in Tulsa. 
We will continue to meet on the 
fourth Thursday of the month at 
7PM. We invite the general pub- 
lic to come to our meetings and 
enhance your coin collecting 
knowledge. We can answer your 
questions, show off our treasures, 
and guarantee you will have 
some fun. As always, find some- 
thing you like and collect the 
heck out of it.
